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The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In the next to 
last line of claim 6 "to" should be changed to -so-.

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the 
Frost Incorporated "Heavy-Duty Roller Turn Rollers & Bolts" brochure. 

The Frost brochure shows a roller turn roller having a continuous axle tube, a pair of 
roller bearings, a roller shell, spaced retainers and a bolt that extends through the axle 
tube to mount the roller between not shown mounting bars. 

Re claim 2, the drawing of the roller shows the ends of the tube as extending out 
beyond the retainers. 

Re claim 3, the shell is shown with a shoulder that engages the bearings and the 
bearings also engage the retainers. 

Re claim 6, the retainers are axially spaced and secured to the axle tube. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the Frost Incorporated brochure in view of Hooper et al. (U.S. Patent 4,344,218). 

The Frost brochure does not specifically disclose threaded retainers. However, 
shown by Hooper et al. are threaded retainers 19. To include such onto the Frost 
reference would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as threaded 
retainers might stay more secure. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 4 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
